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1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding the claims, the examiner would like to allow additional reasons for 
allowance. Newly cited Japanese art HI 1-272373 does not teach or suggest alone 
or in combination, the combination of elements especially a computer system 
switch connector that controls contact between a memory bus and an electric 
load. The applicant is very clear in the specification as to what his definition is of 
a memory bus and electric load. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should 
preferably accompany the issue fee.
